Chai rman Bond opened the public hearing by calling on anyone w shing to speak for or against the adoption of said Ordi nance.

Sandy Westby, a Sparks resident, spoke in opposition to the proposed abolishnent of the Constables stating that she is the owner
of an apartnent conplex in Sparks and often requires the services they provide for problens associated with evictions and
non- paynent of rent.

Conmmi ssi oner Galloway inquired of Ms. Westhy if adequate provisions were to be made for the services she requires through a
different source, if she would be satisfied and she stated that she woul d be anenable to this approach

In response to Ms. Westby's questions, Conmm ssioner Bond stated that the Sheriff's O fice would not necessarily assune all of the
duties currently being handled by the Constable; that the duties are proposed to be a mix between the private sector and the
Sheriff's Office; and that the elinmnation of the Constables is due to fiscal reasons and other circunstances including on-going
litigation.

Legal Council Madelyn Shipman clarified that other issues regarding the proposed abolishnent in addition to on-going litigation
with the Constables include the archaic state of the |law, exposure to the County by actions of Constabl es and i ssues regarding
wor ker' s conpensation, the status of deputies and collective bargaining.

Jerry McKnight, Director of Budget and Finance, explained that the Finance Departnent has carefully | ooked at the fiscal side of
this issue; that they are dealing with a very old set of |laws pertaining to the Constables; that there are other ways this service



can be provided; that the position of the Incline Constable needs to be retained at this tine as the services provided are uni que;
that the abolishnent woul d reduce Ri sk Managenent issues which have been a concern; that this issue was reviewed prior to the |ast
el ection, however, it was close to election tinme and it would not have been fair to those individuals who had already filed for
office to consider the abolishnent of the Constables; and that the decision was nmade at that tine to review this issue again prior
to the next filing date in May, 1998

M. MKni ght further explained that the Finance Departnment has contacted several out of state firms currently providing these
services to ascertain how the process is working stating that privatizing is a fairly w despread practice; that Washoe County is
the only County in Nevada that still utilizes the Constables with the exception of Cl ark County who still has one Constable; that
they woul d propose retaining the Incline Constable due to the special services he provides; and that they will be | ooking at
alternatives to that office in the future.

Ms. Shipman stated that the only person allowed under the law to do evictions would be the Sheriff when the Constabl es get
abol i shed; that this service cannot be privatized without a change in the statute; that the intent is to have the Sheriff's
Department assune the responsibility for those particular duties such as evictions and privatize services that are not required to
be acconplished by the Sheriff; that the Sheriff's office is totally capable of assunmi ng responsibility for what the Constables
are doing in the outlying townships with the exception of non-Constable services being provided by the Incline Constable which is
why t he abolishnent of that office is proposed to be postponed.

Ms. Shipman further explained that the issue is not based upon the Constable's conmpensation; that concerns raised about the
Constables did not originate froma fiscal standpoint; that it arose fromthe exposure to the County because as an el ected
official, the County has no control over those individuals to ensure that adequate personnel practices are being followed.

Conmmi ssi oner Galloway stated that Ms. Westby had not presented a conpelling argunent to di ssuade his decision regarding the
abol i shnent of the Constables O fices; and that the Board' s concern under the present systemis the lack of control over
i ndi vi dual s' actions and conduct and incurring liabilities for the County.

Tom Smith, a Truckee Meadows resident, stated that he nmanages over 300 honmes in Reno, Sparks and Washoe County; that the
Const abl es have hel ped hima great deal with regard to safety issues; that it appears nmore costly to have the Sheriff's Ofice
take on these duties; that any tine one is dealing with individuals whether it be a deputy Sheriff or a Constable there is always
the possibility of liability; that with regard to | ockouts, the Sheriff's Ofice takes longer to arrive on the scene than the
Constabl e; that they always have two officers for this purpose; that they are usually off-duty officers who get paid tinme and
a-half and are nore costly; and that in his opinion, Sheriff's deputies could be better utilized than responding to | ockouts and
serving papers. In conclusion, M. Smith stated that for himthe issue is that of public safety.

There being no one el se wishing to speak, the public hearing was cl osed.

Cynthia Al bright, Departnent of Conmunity Devel opnent, reviewed her staff report containing the Planning Comm ssion's
recommendati ons and findings for denial of the proposed subdivision and reviewed the site |ocation, an overview of the project and
a detailed conparative fiscal inpact analysis. M. Albright advised that the proposed devel opnent differs from other nobile hone
subdi vi sions as the devel oper will not be doing any grading on individuals parcels; and that the cost of the grading for the pads
and nobile honmes as well as the extension of utilities fromthe street to the nobile honme site will be entirely the responsibility
of the buyer which is very unusual. Ms. Albright further explained that the Planning Comr ssion did not deny this application
based entirely on the negative fiscal inpact analysis; and that they were in conplete agreenent that the applicants' proposal is
not consistent with conprehensive plan Policy LUT.1.4., and conservation elenent Policy C. 2.3. and C 2.8., and whether or not this
woul d be an orderly extension of growth and an appropriate area for this type of devel opnent.

Commi ssi oner Bond stated that when this project initially came before the Citizen Advisory Board, they were discussing septics and
wel l's; that due to concerns expressed by some of the residents it was her understanding that the devel oper has since agreed to
bring all of the utilities to the project which is a considerable expense to the devel oper; that they are going to designate the
parcel s as real property and not personal property and confirnmed with Ms. Al bright that the CC&' s woul d not preclude stick built
homes from being built within the project as well

Commi ssi oner Mouliot stated that nost devel opnents in the North Valleys were devel oped on an extended roads such as Gol den Vall ey,
Lemmon Val l ey and Stead; and that he does not see that this proposed devel opnent differs from any other devel opnent in the North
Val | eys area.

Conmmi ssioner Galloway inquired if any of the surrounding BLMIland is currently on the BLM di sposal |ist which churned the issue of
a possible Iand swap. Ms. Al bright further advised that during the public hearing portion of the Planning

Conmmi ssi on neeting no one spoke in opposition to the project.The Chai rnman opened the public hearing by calling on those
i ndi vidual s wi shing to speak in favor or opposition to the project.

Carol Dodson, Lunps and Associ ates, representing applicant, Silver West Hones, reviewed the project utilizing visual displays. M.
Dodson di scussed primary and secondary access roads advising that all of the roads have been designed to neet County standards;
and that utilities for the overall project will be provided by Sun Valley General |nmprovenent District (SVA D) including water and
sewer services.

Tom Hol | i day, President, Silver West Hones, stated the project was initially proposed to be on either septic systens, wells or
public water; that after |engthy discussions with the SVGA D it becane obvious that it would be a better project and beneficial to
SVA@ D to have a 220,000 water tank included in the project with an agreenent they would provide significant emergency backup as
well as fire service; that they had received sonme criticismbecause they have requested public streets; that the option of
requesting private streets was rejected after sonme nenbers of staff and the CAB had suggested that public standards woul d better
suit the subdivision; and that the overall feeling fromthe conmunity was that this project would create a rural life opportunity
within a community which would provide a "nobve up" or "nmove out" opportunity within an existing conmunity; that this project would
provi de a great asset to the community with that the average size of the manufactured hones being 1,900 square feet; that the
average retail cost of each unit approxi mating $80,000, not including the cost of perimeter stemwalls, foundations and utilities.

There being no one el se wi shing to speak, Chairman Bond cl osed the public hearing.



Conmmi ssioner Galloway stated that with regard to the fiscal criteria contained in this staff report; that he does not want to
utilize this criteria for the approval of this particular project, however, in the future, he would like to use this analysis and
conpare it to other areas already devel oped i n Washoe County to see how well it stands up and to ascertain whether this is a valid
approach by backtesting it on existing devel opnments el sewhere; that the revenue generation is a concern but not sufficiently
studi ed and not a reason for denial of the project; and that he believes the project neets the necessary criteria.

the kind of tenant or individual that would nmove onto the property; and that by the tinme they bring the infrastructure into their
own private unit; that this will be a very upscal e devel oprment.

Commi ssi oner Canp stated that there is a |ack of inventory on affordable housing as well as the nunmber of areas that woul d accept
nmodul ar homes; that this is a beautiful area that will allow individuals who may not have the inconme to afford upscale honmes to
l[ive in a nice nodular home and own a sizable |lot as well

| ocal streets shall be 50 feet. The County Engi neer shall determ ne conpliance with this condition

21. Witten approval, including appropriate easenents, offers of dedication, etc., is required for the offsite portions of the
primry access road and the secondary access road prior to finalization of the first final map. The County Engi neer shal
deternine conpliance with this condition.

22. The secondary access road, if public, shall be constructed to Washoe County standards for a permanent emergency access road
fromNorte Court to an existing County road. The devel oper may replace the concrete curb with a 2-foot gravel shoul der and
roadside ditch, if desired. Due to the unusually long |l ength of the energency access road, signs shall be posted on both sides
along it at 500-foot intervals indicating that it is for emergency access only and not a public street. The County Engi neer shal
deternine conpliance with this condition.
